Report  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Milford  : 

Your  selectmen  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1907, 
the  one  hundred  and  twelfth  year  since  our  town  was  incor- 
porated. It  is  very  gratifying  to  us  to  be  able  to  show 
that  the  year  has  been  a  successful  one  financially,  the 
treasurer's  report  showing  a  decrease  in  net  indebtedness 
of  <^8o8.54,  and  a  decrease  in  bonded  indebtedness  of 
^3,352.08.  All  the  outstanding  notes  have  been  paid^  and 
we  have  spent  about  one  thousand  dollars  for  new  road 
machinery,  which  will  be  spoken  of  later.  We  are  also 
pleased  to  report  that  the  controversy  between  Mr.  Berry 
and  the  town  has  been  settled.  This  settlement  has  been 
reached  since  our  accounts  were  audited,  so  the  figures  do 
not  appear  in  this  report,  but  the  amount  paid  was  ^100. 
This  has  been  a  somewhat  long  drawn  out  case,  and  it 
seemed  best  to  get  it  off  the  docket,  as  the  expense,  if  con- 
tinued, might  easily  run  into  the  hundreds  of  dollars. 

SEWERS 

As  was  recommended  last  year,  the  sewer  on  South 
street  has  been  extended  as  far  south  as  the  residence  of 
Mr.  Fay,  and  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  people  on  East 
'Union  street,  it  has  been  extended  as  far  as  the  dwelling 
of  Mr.  Ware,  making  in  all  some  over  1700  feet,  at  an 
expense  of  ^1,500.    We  hope  the  town  will  continue  to 
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expend  at  least  Si.^oo  each  year  for  sewers,  as  there  are 
several  streets  that  are  in  sore  need  of  the  service.  We 
would  recommend  for  this  year-the  continuance  of  the  East 
Milford  line  as  far  as  the  residence  of  Brooks  R.  Came. 

ELECTKIC  LIGHT 

The  service  of  the  Electric  Light  Co.  has  been  very 
satisfactory  the  past  year,  and  although  the  extensions  have 
not  been  completed  as  yet,  we  are  assured  by  the  company 
that  they  wil!  be  in  a  short  time,  making  an  addition  of 
eleven  lights,  three  on  Nashua  street,  three  on  Union, 
two  on  West,  two  on  J(>hnson  and  one  on  South.  We 
believe  that  there  should  be  an  arc  light  at  the  junction 
of  Mt.  Vernon  and  Amherst  streets;  also  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Elm  and  Union  streets. 

TOWN  HOUSE  REPAIRS 

As  was  recommended  in  the  last  report,  the  piazza  on 
the  south  side  of  the  town  house,  which  had  become  so 
dilapidated  as  to  be  unsafe,  has  been  replaced  with  a  new 
one,  the  trimmings  of  the  building  have  been  painted,  and 
the  tloor  of  the  hall  has  been  relaid.  This  was  necessary, 
as  the  boards  had  shrunken  so  that  the  tongues  were  out 
of  the  grooves  in  many  places  and  when  the  floor  was  used 
the  (lust  from  the  cracks  was  almost  unendurable.  These 
outlays,  with  the  addition  of  the  minor  ones,  which  are 
sure  to  come  each  year,  reach  a  total  of  $893.49,  which  is 
far  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated,  but  unavoidable. 
The  town  will  be  called  upon  to  furnish  new  seals  for  the 
hall  at  no  distant  day,  as  the  ones  no.v  in  use  are  fast  going 
to  pieces. 

TOWN  FLA(; 

I'here  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  in  regard  to  pur- 
chasing a  new  Hag,  the  old  on*-  having  been  patched  and 
mended  until  there  is  little  left  to  work  upon. 
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We  are  sure  the  town  is  patriotic  enough  to  buy  a  new 

one. 

HIGHWAYS 

In  addition  to  the  usual  repair  of  highways,  there  has 
been  set  about  600  feet  of  edgestone.  Some  over  500  feet 
of  this  is  on  Highland  avenue.  The  abbuttors  have  con- 
creted their  walks,  and  the  appearance  of  the  street  has 
been  greatly  improved.  The  canal  bridge  at  Pine  Valley 
and  the  bridge  near  the  Bartlett  farm,  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river,  have  been  replanked  with  3-inch  spruce,  and  the 
upper  end  of  North  street  has  been  straightened,  drained 
and  graded,  making  a  very  comfortable  street,  when  the 
conditions  used  to  be  decidedly  the  opposite.  There  is 
still  some  work  that  should  be  done  on  the  lower  end  of 
the  street.  If  the  town  is  to  continue  to  own  its  teams, 
(and  we  believe  it  should),  it  would  appear  a  good  propo- 
sition that  it  build  a  stable,  and  shed  room  for  storing  its 
machinery,  carts,  snow  plows,  etc.,  on  the  vacant  lot  which 
it  owns  on  School  street.  This  would  bring  the  horses 
near  the  fire  department,  and  they  might  be  easily  secured 
in  case  of  fire  at  night. 

TOWN  STATE  llOAD 

The  sentiment  expressed  at  the  last  annual  meeting 
was  strongly  in  favor  af  macadam  for  the  town  state  road, 
and  also  that  the  town  should  do  the  work.  Accordingly, 
that  kind  of  road  was  asked  for,  and  the  town  put  in  the 
only  bid  that  was  received  by  the  engineer,  and  the  work 
was  awarded  to  it.  Then  came  the  question  of  m.achinery. 
The  town  owned  a  crusher  and  that  was  all. 

We  found  that  to  hire  a  boiler  and  engine  would  cost 
over  one  hundred  dollars,  and  that  we  could  purchase  a  new 
one  for  some  over  six  hundred  dollars,  and  it  appeared  to 
us  to  be  good  business  to  buy.  Accordingly,  we  did  so,  and 
we  now  have  a  complete  equipment,  with  the  exception  of  a 
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sprinkling  cart  and  steam  mller.  The  latter  is  an  expen- 
siv^e  piece  of  machinery,  but  if  the  town  expects  to  continue 
improving  its  highways  we  believe  it  should  own  one,  as  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  hire,  and  if  one  is  hired  long  enough  to 
follow  the  work  as  should  be  done,  it  is  very  expensive. 

The  length  of  road  constructed  was  3,700  feet.  The 
total  expense,  including  grading,  surfacing  with  (our  inches 
of  crushed  stone  and  fencing,  was  $2,976.65,  or  $93.90 
more  than  the  joint  fund.  This  is  quite  a  strip  more  than 
was  done  with  gravel  surface  the  year  previous  with  the 
same  amount  of  money,  and  we  hope  it  will  prove  as  satis- 
factory. Will  the  town  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the 
state  aid  ?  If  not,  we  are  required  under  Section  3  of 
C'hapter  35,  Laws  of  1905,  to  set  apart  and  expend  for. per- 
manent improvement,  thesum  of  $1,542  75.  If  we  do  apply 
for  state  aid,  under  the  above  mentioned  law  of  1905,  an 
additional  sum  of  $7 7  1.37  must  be  set  aside  and  a  joint 
fund  for  the  town  is  formed,  the  items  of  which  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

Set  apart  by  town  under  Section  3,  $1,542.75 


We  trust  the  town  will  continue  in  a  good  work  well 
begun.

BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Milford  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  submit  herewith 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1907,  to- 
gether with  that  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer  giv- 
ing details  of  the  work  during  the  year,  all  of  which  is 
respectfully  submitted  for  your  careful  consideration. 

The  income  of  the  plant  has  shown  a  very  gratifying 
increase  during  the  past  year,  both  on  account  of  a  large 
consumption  of  water  for  commercial  purposes  and  the  ex- 
tended use  of  meters.  New  services  have  also  been  ad- 
ded during  the  year.  There  has  been  one  large  extension 
during  the  year  on  Dean  Moore  Hill,  as  you  will  see  by 
the  superintendent's  report. 

The  water  works  are  not  and  have  not  been  for  some 
years  any  expense  to  the  town.  The  surplus  earnings, 
which  are  turned  over  to  the  town  each  year,  amount  to 
from  ;!J)i5oo  to  ;^2ooo.  This  sum  can  be  increased  by  ex- 
tending the  water  mains  to  such  parts  of  the  village  as 
need  the  water  and  are  wilhn^  to  pay  water  rates,  that 
will  show  a  profit  to  the  town.  It  would  seem  to  be  only 
good  common  bu:siness  sagacity  to  make  extensions  of  the 
water  mains  to  such  points,  for  by  so  doing  a  large  num- 
ber of  people  are  supplied  with  good  water,  which  is  a 
prime  necessity,  and  valuable  property  is  enhanced  for  the 
purpose  of  taxation. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  water  takers  to 
the  fact  that  where  galvanized  pipe  has  been  taken  out 
and  cement  lined  pipe  installed,  there  has  been  no  further 
trouble. 
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We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  property  of  the  wat- 
er works  is  in  good  condition  and  is  kept  at  a  high  point 
of  efficiency  under  the  able  management  of  our  super- 
intendent, Mr.  Wilkins.  We  would  call  your  special  atten- 
tion to  his  report. 

Is  the  present  management  of  the  water  works  by 
an  unpaid  commission  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town  ?

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 


The  following  report  of  the  public  schools  of  jMilford, 
for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1907,  is  submitted  to 
the  district: 

The  Milford  School  District  has  the  distinction  of 
having  reached  the  highest  record  of  pupils  enrolled 
since  the  formation  of  the  district.  Since  the  school 
opened,  in  September,  there  have  been  about  eight  hun- 
dred pupils  registered,  which  is  fifty  more  than  last 
year.  For  the  past  seven  years  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  scholars,  a  few  more  each  year; 
while  the  last  six  months  have  given  us  the  largest  in- 
crease of  any  year.  With  the  exception  of  eight  at  the 
north  school  and  ten  at  Laurel,  the  increase  this  year 
has  been  in  the  graded  schools,  which  are  always  full, 
and  often  more  than  full. 

Having  made  an  inspection  of  the  children  about  the 
village  this  winter,  it  is  very  probable  that  there  will  be 
a  further  increase.  We  find  that  there  are  many  chil- 
dren who  have  come  into  town  since  the  school  census 
was  taken  last  October.  Some  of  them  are  of  school 
age ;  more  will  be  at  the  opening  of  schools  in  Septem- 
ber. What  shall  we  do  with  them  ?  The  question  of 
accommodation  comes  up  every  year,  but  in  a  different 
form  each  time.  Hp  to  the  present  time  the  surplus  has 
come  in  one  or  tAvo  grades,  but  not  so  large  as  to  prevent 
combining  them  to  make  one  school,  for  which  there  was 
room  at  "No.  9."  At  the  present  time  every  grade  is 
full  and  every  room  occupied,  so  that  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  in  our  present  condition  would  find 
us  without  possible  accommodations. 

AVe  can  see  one  small  relief.  The  toilet  nuisance  at 
the  "Old  Brick"  still  exists,  as  it  was  found  impossible 
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1()  use  llic  hasciiit'iit.  to  clum.uv  them  from  their  present 
location.  We  siiuuest  that  a  small,  one-story  extension 
he  l)iiilt  on  the  west  side  of  the  building-  for  the  toilet 
arraiiiieineiits.  wliich  will  place  them  in  a  sanitary  and 
satisfactoi'v  condition.  P>y  doin«:  that,  space  will  be  re- 
h'ased  in  the  |)resent  huildin.u'.  in  the  second  story,  which 
can  he  nlili/.ed  1'or  a  school  room.  This  will  iiive  one 
more  looni  of  ahont  the  modern  size.  This  work  will 
i'e(|uirc  an  a j)|)i-()|)riation. 

Tliere  is  an  intokM-ahle  smoke  nuisance  at  the  Federal 
Tlill  School,  a»id  has  been  ever  since  the  ])resent  house 
was  built.  Eveiy  \'ear  the  funnel  and  stove  are  tinkered 
and  patched,  with  no  uood  results.  Somethinu'  radical 
will  ha\('  lo  be  done  there.  Our  opinion  is  that  the 
|)resen1  chiimiey  ouuliT  lo  be  taken  down  and  one  built  of 
sufficient  si/e  to  mak'c  a  uood  draft. 

Quite  a  bill  ol*  expense  w a,s  incurred  the  past  year  un- 
dei-  the  head  of  repairs.  Some  eiiiht  hundred  dollars 
were  expended  in  concretiii*i'  the  di'iveway  and  walks 
about  the  Ili.uh  School,  and  doing'  necessary  work  on  the 
inside  of  the  bnildinii. 

Our  book  bill  has  been  unusually  lai'ge.  For  five 
yeai-s  the  amount  expcMided  for  books  has  been  phenom- 
enally small;  hut  hooks  will  wear  out — especially  school 
hooks,  and  many  had  to  be  renewed  this  j)ast  year;  also 
ail  increase  of  fifty  ])upils  in  the  High  School,  called  for 
books  of  this  class,  wliich  cost  much  more  than  those  of 
the  lower  grades. 

The  schools  are  well  supervised.  .\t  the  beginning  of 
this  y(>ar  ('ari'oll  11.  Drown  was  elected  superintendent 
of  the  Sup(M-visory  District  of  Amherst,  IMilford  and 
Wilton.  Superintendent  Drown  attends  closely  to  his 
business,  giving  special  attention  to  the  ungraded 
schools,  which  is  (if  nuich  helji  to  them.  He  works  with 
''•K'l  ;iiid  haniintiioiisly  with  all  departments.

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Report  of  High  School  PrincipaL 


T  luM'ewith  subinit  the  report  of  the  Milford,  X.  Tl., 
llijih  School.  'I'he  whole  iiuinber  ot*  pupils  eiironed 
since  September  lOth  of  the  pi-esent  year  is  one  hundred 
;in(l  fifty-one;  l)oys  seventy-one,  girls  eighty.  The  aver- 
age  iiienihership  for  the  [)eriod  since  that  date  is  one 
hundi-ed  forty-eight  and  eighty-three  hundredths,  the 
averjige  attendance  is  one  hnndred  forty-fonr  and  nine 
hundredths,  the  i)ei'  cent,  of  attendance  is  ninety-six  and 
ninety-six  hundredths.  At  present  the  school  is  divided 
by  classes,  as  follows:  ScMiiors,  twenty:  juniors,  twenty- 
eight:  sophomores,  thirty-thi'ee :  freshmen,  sixty-four. 
Thert^  ai-e  thirty-one  tuition  pupils  divided  among  the 
towns  of  Hrookline,  Bennington,  (Jreenfield,  Harris^ille, 
Ihnu'()ci\  and  Mont  N'ernon. 

Owing  1()  force  of  circumstances  the  freshman  class 
this  yviw  is  unnsnally  large.  This  increase  in  number 
has  filled  llic  school  far  beyond  the  accouniiodations  of 
the  scbool  rooms.

Ijistead  of  the  usual  reception  at  o'raduation  time,  this 
class  decided  to  expend  its  fund  for  a  trip  to  A¥ashing- 
ton.  By  doin*^'  this  they  supplemented  the  instruction 
received  in  sch(v^l.  Facts  which  they  had  learned  in 
sch(~)ol  concern  in  our  oovernnu^ut  and  the  methods  of 
makino'  our  laws  ))ecame  real  and  vital  things  when  con- 
nected with  the  observation  of  the  law-making-  body  in 
actual  session.  This  custom  is  an  excellent  one  and  we 
hope  that  it  will  be  continued  by  future  classes. 

The  heatijig'  and  ventilatino-  arrangements  of  some  of 
the  recitation  rooms  are  not  of  the  best.  This,  it  seems 
to  me,  might  be  remedied  by  installing  more  radiators 
in  the  rooms  that  are  cold. 
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VVliiU'  our  seliool  lil)ran'  coiitaiii.s  nuuiy  valuable 
hooks  of  reference,  its  value  might  be  increased  by  the 
])urchase  of  a  few  books  that  liave  ])een  brought  up  to 
date,  especially  sets  of  Eucyclo})edias.  During  the  year 
one  voluiiK^  of  a  scliool  [)aper  has  been  pul)lished,  and 
material  is  beiug  gathered  for  another  volume  to  be 
issued  before  the  end  of  the  school  year.  The  thanks  of 
the  school  are  due  to  the  superinteudent  for  his  kind  in- 
terest and  assistance  in  this  work.  The  work  of  the 
cadets  is  still  carried  on  with  much  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  boys,  and  the  time  given  to  drill — one  period  each 
week — seeins  to  be  time  well  spent. 

Last  July  the  school  received  the  approval  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  its  stu- 
dents ar(^  admitted  on  cei-tihcate  by  the  colleges  of  the 
Xew  England  Entrance  Examinatiou  P)oard  and  the 
Worcester  Polytechuic  Institute. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  the  mat- 
ter of  home  study  on  the  part  of  the  boys  and  girls.  The 
five  hours  spent  in  the  school  room  is,  for  the  most  part, 
given  up  to  recitation  work  and  instruction.  If  the  pu- 
pil has  four  studies,  and  some  have  five,  the  time  left 
for  preparing  the  next  day's  work  is  only  two  hours. 
This  is  not  enough,  and  should  be  supplemented  by  at 
least  two  ov  threc^  hours  of  home  study.  Doubtless  we 
all  believe  in  a  i)roper  amount  of  play  and  recreation, 
but  we  do  not  believe  in  wasting  weeks  and  inonths  that 
could  be  used  in  study  or  in  some  profitable  employment. 
Parents  may  be  sure  that  the  pupil  who  does  not  study 
at  home  is  no!  doing  as  good  Avork  as  he  ought  in  school. 

The  hours  of  school  life  are  too  valuable  to  be  disre- 
garded. Absence,  tardiness  and  dismissal  should  be  ap- 
I)rove(i  by  parents  for  very  necessary  reasons  only.  T 
wish  to  emj)hasize  the  last  two  points,  for  they  enter 
largely  into  the  well-being  of  the  school. 

'I'he  average  daily  attendance,  although  good,  can  be 
improved  by  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  a  small  number 
of  pupils.  The  lack  of  regularity  on  the  part  of  the 
few  seems  to  come  from  an  excess  of  social  duties.  The 
old  maxim,  "Work  (irsl  and  then  play,"  is  as  true  today 
as  it  ever  was.  The  pupil  who  comes  to  school  weary 
■•ind  word  fi-oni  lack  of  slei^p  cannot  expect  to  get  the 
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iireatest  benefit  from  the  school  ^vork,  even  if  he  ad- 
vances at  all. 

As  a  \\'hole,  the  work  of  the  pupils  is  full  of  enthusi- 
asm. To  them,  to  the  assistant  teachers,  to  the  superin- 
tendent and  school  committee,  and  to  the  citizens,  we 
are  indebted  for  a  successful  year's  work.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music  and 
Drawing* 


MUSIC. 

Til  ninkiiiu  <\  report  of  music  oi'  drawiiiLi-.  aftor  liavini: 
been  in  Milford  so  short  a  time,  it  is  almost  im])ossible  to 
<i'ive  >iiiytliiii,u'  more  than  a  £>enerai  idea  of  the  work  as  a 
\vhoh\  At  pjvseiit  our  work  has  not  beiiiin  to  show,  as 
it  will  a  little  later,  what  we  have  accomplished.  The 
manner  in  which  the  children  have  taken  hold  of  the 
music,  and  the  interest  they  show  in  it.  has  been  very 
u  rati  tying'. 

In  the  first  t-rades  we  have  taken  mostly  rote  sonas. 
liecently  we  have  beiiun  the  study  of  notation.  In  the 
first  year  the  .ureatest  effort  is  the  buildin<i-  uj)  of  the 
monotones.  The  lonii'  tones  sun.u'  with  "lloo, "  and  in- 
dividual are  aids  to  this  work  with  the  monotones. 

The  work  of  the  second  and  third  year  is  rote  sono-s, 
sii-ht  readinu'.  learn ino-  keys,  and  different  kinds  of  notes 
and  rests,  tone  production  in  its  simplest  form,  and 
Irainin.y  the  eai*  to  sound.  Th(^  b(\st  results  are  obtained 
by  individual  work. 

The  work  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  urade  is  a  contin- 
uance of  that  (>{'  tbe  former  jjrades  with  llie  iiil  i'(^duction 
()f  two-pa I'l  iriiisic  and  half  tones.  Ohromatics  are  not 
explained  in  lliese  izrades  but  are  left  for  the  work  of  the 
sixth  and  seventh  years.  Tliree-parl  iiiusic  is  taken  iij) 
in  the  sixth  and  sev(Mith  izrades. 

11  is  tile  plan  to  take  four-part  music  in  tlie  eiiilith 
and  ninth  grades  as  soon  as  tbe  conditions  will  piM-mit. 

.\s  there  is  so  little  time  allotted  to  music  in  the 
Iliub  Seh(M»l.  little  more  than  siuiit  i-eadinu  can  he  ac- 
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complislied  ;  and  an  idea  of  good  nmsic  and  the  manner 
in  which  to  render  it.  It  is  really  a  preparation  for  the 
music  of  graduation. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  is  excellent  talent  to 
work  with,  and  there  has  been  marked  progress  and  a 
growing  interest  in  the  High  School,  especially  consid- 
ering the  short  time  w^e  have  worked. 

Our  new  "Laurel  Song"  book  for  the  High  School 
has  been  a  strong  impetus  to  increasing  interest. 

Onr  grade  work  is  greatly  handicapped  on  account  of 
the  deplorable  condition  of  the  music  books.  In  many 
cases  the  pages  are  entirely  gone.  Not  only  are  the 
books  completely  worn  out,  but  the  teachers  and  pupils 
have  used  them  so  long  that  the  ' '  exercises ' '  have  become 
old  and  uninteresting.  Indeed,  with  conditions  as  they 
ai'e,  new  books  are  necessary  and  w(mkl  be  greatly  ap- 
preciated, which  Avould  give  a  strong  impetus  to  the 
^vork. 

DRAWING. 

Drawing  has  the  advantage  over  many  other  studies, 
inasnuich.  as  it  appeals  to  almost  every  child,  and  in  this 
work  he  has  such  an  opportunity  for  originality  and 
freedom  of  expression. 

It  is  the  tendenc^v  of  the  upper  grades  to  be  backward 
in  using  this  excellent  chance  for  originality  and  ex- 
pression, btit  if  the  lower  grades  are  started  with  cre- 
ative w^ork  and  it  is  kept  up  through  all  the  grades,  I  am 
sure  we  wotild  be  very  agreably  surprised  at  the  re- 
sults. 

This  partictilar  imaginative,  creative,  original  or  mem- 
ory work,  whatever  we  choose  to  call  it,  is  showing  re- 
markably good  results  in  the  lower  grades.  True,  often 
the  attempts  seem  crude,  and  many  times  unintelligible 
to  anyone  but  the  one  who  made  it,  yet  the  way  in  which 
they  gain  with  each  succeeding  lesson  is  A^ery  encourag- 
ing. 

In  the  first,  second  and  third  grades  we  have  taken 
silhouette  cutting,  landscape,  creative  drawing  and  illus- 
trating stories,  model  drawing  from  human  figure,  con- 
structive work,  object  drawing  and  proportion.  Thanks- 
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.uiviiiji',  C'hristiJias  miicI  \';ileii1  iiie \s  Day  gave  iis  ample 
material  for  desiiiii  and  constructive  work.  ^Mediums 
used:  Lead  and  colored  pencils,  chalk  and  paper. 

The  same  subjects  have  been  taken  in  all  the  grades 
above  the  third,  oidy  in  a  gi'aduated  and  i)roader  sense. 
Tlie  chihli-en  ai-e  taught  how  to  use  brush  and  ink,  wa- 
tei'-color  ;in(i  pencils,  correctly.  Spacing  the  drawing 
oji  pa  pel',  effects  of  distance,  proportion,  rhythm,  liglit 
and  sluuie.  all  these  nnist  be  gone  over  again  and  again. 
Our  aim  is  lo  draw  things  as  they  look,  in  freehand 
di'awing.  Generally  the  principles  (^f  ])roportion  are 
given  in  the  grannnar  grades,  but  I  find  that  a  good 
many  supervisors  get  nnich  better  results  and  approve 
very  strongly  of  leaving  out  this  technical  explanation 
of  prospecti\<^  and  get  the  child  to  draw  things  "as  they 
look."  Of  course  it  means  hard  work  and  active  think- 
ing to  get  pupils  to  see  straight,  but  I  find  it  more  practi- 
cal than  the  old  way.  The  work  in  all  the  grach^s  has 
been  very  encoui'aging  and  also  gratifying. 

The  mechanical  drawing  is  progressing,  despite  the 
fact  that  we  have  had  so  few  lessons,  we  have  covered 
considerable  ground.  We  have  d(m(^  (piite  a  few  geo- 
metric pi'oblems  and  aj)])lied  them  to  woi'king  drawings 
and  (levelo])ments.  L  believe  this  branch  is  new  this 
yeai-  in  the  High  School,  hence  the  rathei*  small  class. 
The  members  of  the  mechanical  drawing  class  seem  very 
iruicli  intei-ested  in  it,  and  I  sincerely  hope  each  suc- 
ceeding year  will  find  more  and  more  added  to  this 
branch  of  study.  Tt  is  my  earnest  desin^  that  the  time 
w  ill  conic  when  nnisic  and  drawing  will  b(^  allotted  moiv 
linic.  ;iii(l  mai'ked  just  as  any  otlKn-  study.  This  will 
mean  a  much  higher  standard  of  both  music  and  di-aw- 
ing,  as  il  will  necessitate  individual  elT'ort.  and  individ- 
ual efVoi-1  means  much  b(4ter  work  as  a  whole.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools* 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Milford: — 

As  I  have  not  been  connected  with  the  work  all  of  the 
past  year,  my  report  will  not  be  as  complete  as  it  other- 
wise wonld.  Some  valuable  data  and  statistics  were 
given  in  the  last  year's  report  which  will  be  needless  to 
repeat.  For  consideration  of  these  facts  I  refer  to  the 
last  report. 

When  looking"  at  the  financial  report,  the  citizens  will 
undonbtedly  be  impressed  with  the  increase  of  expense 
for  books  and  supplies. 

This  increase  of  amount  used  for  books  and  supplies 
was  caused  by  the  increase  of  t]je  number  of  pupils  in 
the  High  School,  and  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  books 
when  the  fall  term  opened  was  deficient,  as  but  little 
money  had  been  expended  on  books  in  the  past  few  years. 

Also  the  growth  of  the  schools,  the  progress  and  the  in- 
crease of  the  expenses  of  the  times,  make  it  impossible 
to  run  schools  with  the  same  appropriation  as  years  ago. 
Every  enterprise  costs  more  and  schools  should  be  lead- 
ers of  progress. 

The  school  officers  have  endeavored  to  "cut"  the  ex- 
penses as  far  as  possible.  When  w^e  consider  the  number 
of  school  children  in  our  school  district  or  town,  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  our  schools  are  not  as  much  as  one 
might  at  first  think. 

The  average  expense  per  capita  of  the  ''current  ex- 
penses" of  the  schools  last  year  was  approximately  $20, 
as  compared  with  $20  to  $25  of  other  towns  of  the  state. 
The  large  number  of  High  School  pupils  in  proportion 
to  the  whole  number  of  pupils,  makes  the  cost  per  capita 
much  greater  than  it  would  be  under  average  conditions. 
As  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  the  yearly  cost  of  educa- 
tion for  each  Milford  High  School  pupil  is  about  $40,

^loney  invested  in  the  education  of  the  growing  citi- 
zens ot*  oni-  tow  n  is  the  best  possible  investment,  and  the 
money  tlnis  expended  should  be  considered  an  invest- 
im  III  jiiid  not  an  r.rpfusi  .  Ti'aining  for  American  citi- 
/enshij)  is  not  only  a  j)riviiege  l)ut  an  ol)ligati<m  of  our 
connnonwealth. 

SCHOOL  MEETlN(i. 

Tliere  are  some  imj)ortant  matters  which  ought  to  be 
considered  in  the  next  scliool  meeting.  As  so  nuich  of 
the  money  I'aised  hy  taxation  is  api)ro])riated  at  the 
school  meeting,  and  as  action  is  taken  on  (juestions  which 
are  of  vital  interest  to  the  welfare  of  our  children,  and 
the  highest  good  of  our  conuniuiity,  it  is  imperative  to 
good  citizenship  that  every  voter  should  be  present  at 
this  meeting  and  take  an  active  interest  in  the  questions 
considei'ed. 

A  bettei*  snpply  of  text-books  is  vei-y  necessary,  some 
ivpairs  and  im])rovements  on  buildings  nuist  be  made, 
and  if  we  maintain  and  equip  our  schools  as  they  should 
be,  a  little  larg(M'  a])propriati(m  of  school  funds  is  neces- 
sai-y.  Other  im|)ortant  mattei's  for  consideration  are 
snggested  by  the  school  board. 

SCHOOLS  AND  TKACHERS. 

Th«'  High  School,  tlie  tiv(^  "rural"  schools,  and  the 
schools  in  th(>  twelve  ditfeivnt  rooms  of  the  four  build- 
ings of  the  village  have  been  maintained  during  the 
past  yeai'. 

Twenty-five  leachei-s  have  been  iMnployed  in  the 
schools  since  SrplcmlxT :  six  in  Ihe  High  School,  thirteen 
in  the  village  urades.  live  in  the  "rural"  schools,  atid  a 
draM  ing  and  iinisic  teachei*.  Furthei-  particulars  can  be 
IVumd  on  paiie  of  "List  of  Teachers." 

We  ai-e  t'ortnnate  in  havinu"  an  exceptionally  efficient 
coi-j)s  nf  raithlnl.  ha rd-w orkini:-,  conscientious  teachers; 
and  all  of  our  schools  ha\'e  l:(MU'  smoothly  ami  done  ex- 
cellenl  work. 

The  i-fj)(>i-l  (»r  the  salai-ies  |)aid  by  no  means  re|)i-esents 


the  value  of  the  service  of  our  teachers  to  the  schools. 
Neither  do  the  six  hours'  time  required  by  school  law  at 
all  indicate  the  amount  of  time,  thought  and  energy 
which  the  teachers  use  in  their  school  work. 

The  salaries  paid  ^lilford  teachers  are  rather  above 
the  average,  yet  ccmsidering  the  increased  expense  of 
living,  the  present  salaries  are  not  sufficient,  so  but  what 
we  nmy  often  l)e  obliged  to  lose  a  good  teacher,  who  goes 
to  some  better  paying  position. 

The  small  financial  compensation  which  teachers  re- 
ceive for  their  hard  work  still  sliows  a  deplorable  condi- 
tion of  our  public  school  system ;  yet  as  the  greatest  ser- 
vice to  the  world  has  always  received  the  smallest  finan- 
cial reward,  so  the  good  teacher  will  work  on  with  una- 
bated zeal,  regardless  of  the  compensation,  considering 
only  the  mission  of  her  work. 

A  teacher  who  is  not  willing  to  sacrifice  pleasure  and 
her  best  energies  for  the  success  of  her  work,  and  ceases 
to  learn  and  gi'ow,  has  reached  her  highest  limit  of  use- 
fulness. 

Only  a  few  changes  have  been  made  from  the  corps 
of  teachers  in  town  last  year.  This  condition  has  been 
very  favorable  for  the  success  ol  the  shchools,  as  the  best 
results  can  be  obtained  from  continued  service  of  the 
teacher.  It  has  been  necessary  to  add  one  assistant  to 
the  High  School  teaching  force,  and  an  assistant  in  the 
fourth  grade.  One  teacher  has  the  surplus  of  the  third 
and  fifth  grades.  The  work  of  our  schools  during  the 
past  year  has  shown  a  marked  growth  of  onward 
progress. 

The  moral  atmosphere,  the  careless  attitude,  the  lack 
of  refinement  and  general  interest  for  improvement  by 
some  pupils,  are  conditions  which  should  be  improved. 
AVith  the  faithful  efforts  of  the  teachers,  we  have  tried 
to  improve  these  conditions,  and  we  have  secured  some 
success  from  the  attempt,  but  it  is  imposvsible  to  attain 
the  high  standard  we  ought  without  the  earnest  support 
and  cooperation  of  parents  and  friends.  Home  training 
can  do  nuich  to  help  the  schools  in  character  building. 

The  people  of  ]\lilford  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  their 
schools,  and  we  wish  to  thank  the  friends  of  the  schools 
for  the  hearty  support  they  have  given  the  schools,  and 
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we  earnestly  solicit  your  help  in  trying'  to  inii)rove  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions. 

It  is  a  credit  to  the  intelli^ience  and  loyalty  of  the  cit- 
izens of  our  town  that  they  have  so  long  held  the  service 
of  such  able  and  devoted  teachers,  and  this  faithful  ser- 
vice can  be  compensated  by  the  cooperation  of  the  par- 
ents in  raising  the  schools  to  that  high  standard  of  ex- 
cellence. 

It  is  most  unwise  and  injurious  to  our  school  system 
for  parents  to  oppose  and  find  fault  with  the  regulations 
and  work  of  the  schools.  It  is  oicouraging  that  this 
spirit  is  mostly  in  the  past.  In  this  age  of  advancement 
time  is  too  valuable  for  our  schools  to  dally  with  such 
impediments  to  progress.  Every  person  who  has  an 
interest  in  the  success  of  our  children  and  the  welfare 
of  our  country,  will  stand  firm  in  the  support  of  our 
schools.  Xo  teacher  is  infallible.  We  can  best  help  our 
schools  by  giving  all  encouragement  and  help  to  our 
teachers. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  Milford  schools  is 
commendable,  yet  there  are  a  few  whose  attendance  is  so 
irregular  that  school  is  of  but  little  benefit  to  them.  Some 
parents  fail  to  realize  that  legally  and  morally  they  are 
primarily  responsible  for  the  school  attendance  of  their 
children.  Kvery  child,  whether  his  parents  are  rich  or 
poor,  has  an  efjual  right  to  the  privileges  of  education; 
and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  school  officers  to  see  that 
he  is  not  deiiied  these  opportunities.  It  is  much  better 
lhat  Ibis  be  attended  to  without  the  expense  and  trouble 
of  calling  upon  the  truant  officer.  Sections  of  the  school 
law  pei'laining  to  allendance  wei'c  given  in  last  year's 

The  certificates  which  have  been  used  in  the  "I'ural" 
schools,  and  the  banners  in  the  village  schools,  have  been 
incentives  to  better  attendance.  The  certificate  is  given 
for  eight,  not  necessarily  continuous,  weeks'  perfect  at- 
tendance. The  school  which  has  the  hightest  per  cent, 
of  attendance  om^  week  has  the  bainier  in  its  room  for 
Die  nexl  W(N'k. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY  AND  GRADING. 

The  present  printed  conrse  of  study  should  be  re- 
vised to  be  better  adapted  to  modern  courses  and  mod- 
ern text-books.  The  state  "Program  of  Studies"  is  be- 
ing used  to  some  extent,  but  is  not  well  adapted  to  local 
conditions. 

The  general  grading  of  the  schools  is  well  established, 
but  in  many  particular  cases  it  is  not  completed.  A 
good  beginning  has  been  made  toward  grading  all  classes 
and  pupils  on  the  basis  of  the  standard  of  best  schools. 
AVith  the  united  effort  of  the  teachers  a  great  improve- 
ment has  been  made  wherever  the  work  has  been  out-of- 
grade. 

There  has  been  some  confusion  about  promotions.  The 
plan  for  this  year  is  to  decide  very  carefully  all  cases  for 
promotion  and  to  give  a  promotion  blank  to  each  pupil 
who  is  fitted  to  pass  on  to  the  next  gra^de. 

The  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  subjects 
and  seventy  per  cent,  in  each  is  required  for  promotion. 
The  results  of  the  half-year  examinations,  one  half  of 
the  questions  of  which  are  given  by  the  superintendent, 
will  count  one  third  in  making  the  average. 

The  work  of  our  schools  should  be  the  training  and 
development  of  the  mind.  Parents  often  make  the  mis- 
take of  judging  the  progress  of  their  children  by  the 
number  of  pages  they  have  turned  over  in  their  book,  or 
the  number  of  times  they  recite.  Children  should  be 
taught  to  think  accurately  and  quickly.  The  true  test 
of  growth  and  ability  is  power  and  expression  of 
thought.  Promotion  should  depend  as  much  upon  the 
development  and  maturity  of  the  child  as  upon  the 
marks  his  papers  and  work  receive. 

Our  system  of  saving  samples  of  the  pupil's  school 
work  will  greatly  help  in  knowing  definitely  each  pu- 
pil's progress.  The  parent  may  at  any  time  go  to  the 
school  room  and  quickly  examine  the  work  of  the  child 
and  note  his  progress  as  shown  on  paper. 

As  nearly  all  Milford  children  enter  school  without  a 
kindergarten  training,  and  many  with  but  little,  if  any, 
Imowledge  of  the  English  language,  and  for  other  rea- 
sons, nine  years'  work  seems  necessary  in  preparation 
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i'o!'  lli.iili  Sfhool.  If  the  cliild  cannot  attend  High 
School  he  eertniiily  jieeds  all  the  trainin.^-  he  can  ^et  in 
llie  urades. 

It  is  our  pUin  at  pres(Mit  to  continue  the  nine-tirade 
system. 

TluM-e  nrc  some  schools  wliere  the  ei^ht-year  course  is 
in  voLiue,  but  in  nearly  all  cases  the  grade  work  is  pre- 
(•(Mknl  by  a  sul)i)rimary  or  followed  i)y  a  year  of  High 
School  preparatory  work. 

In  special  cases  where  the  child  develops  rapidly  and 
has  other'  Mdvantages,  he  can  he  allowed  to  pass  a  grade 
Mud  thus  complete  the  course  in  less  than  nine  years. 

Xo  child  will  he  allowed  to  entei*  the  schools  until  ho 
is  fivt^  \  ears  of  age,  and  it  would  he  better  if  most  chil- 
dren did  not  enter  until  they  are  six.  To  be  sure.  "  Life 
is  short  jiud  time  is  Meeting,"  but  man  is  living  loo 
■'I'ast'"  in  "this  age."  Parents  nuike  a  great  mistake  in 
att(Mnp1inu  to  crowd  their  childi'en  through  school  at  an 
eai'ly  age,  and  thus  cause  an  uneven  development  of  the 
])hysical  and  mental  nature.  Considering  the  demands 
of  this  age,  the  child  needs  a  broad,  thorough  training 
for  life's  work. 

TEXT-BOOKS  AND  SITPPTJES. 

Eeasons  for  the  increased  expenditure  on  books  are 
previously  given  in  this  report.  Xo  new  hooks  have 
l)een  adopted  since  this  school  year  began  excei->t  Mor- 
ton's Geography  in  the  village  fifth  grade,  and  in  the 
"rural"  schools.  Some  nuich  needed  busy  work  and 
supplementary  readers  have  been  j^ut  into  the  schools. 
We  hnve  found  some  of  the  "rui-al"  schools  very  desti- 
lute  for  lu'cded  books  and  supi)lies.  This  deficiency  has 
been  made  uj)  to  some  extent,  but  more  should  be  done. 
.Xeai'ly  three  hundred  dollars'  woi'th  of  books  has  betMi 
sjived  l)\-  the  rebiiuling  which  Dr.  .\.  W.  Smith  has  done 
\\\v  I  he  schools.  Books  w  hich  wei-e  u11ei'l\-  useless  have 
been  put  into  ;i  condition  to  serv(^  ns  well  as  new  ones. 

The  schools  ai'c  sadly  in  need  oi'  new  nrithmetics. 
Those  now  used  mi'c  not  gi'aded  oi'  ndapted  to  modern 
coiu'ses.  Some  modern  books  should  certainly  be 
adopted   next   year.     Histories  nuist   be   purchased  for 
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fifth  and  sixth  <irades  next  year.  The  music  books  have 
l)een  used  until  they  are  worn  out  in  every  respect.  A 
i]ew  series  should  be  adopted  as  soon  as  possible.  INlost 
of  the  l)ooks  purchased  this  year  have  been  to  supply 
what  was  laclvinti'  for  the  classes. 

AVe  have  been  attempting'  to  improve  readino-  in  our 
schools,  and  in  order  to  carry  out  this  plan  a  few  more 
supplementary  readers  are  necessary.  The  strictest 
economy  has  been  practiced  by  the  teachers  in  the  use  of 
supplies.  Books  and  supplies  are  the  tools  with  which 
pupils  can  do  their  l)est  work,  and  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  good  work.  Money  economically  and  properly 
used  for  supplies  is  money  well  spent. 

We  do  not  intend  to  make  any  great  outlay  of  ex- 
pense, but  a  little  is  much  needed.  With  a  little  advance 
each  year  the  schools  can  soon  be  well  supplied  and 
equipped. 

Children  in  general  seem  to  fail  to  appreciate  as  they 
should,  the  advantages  they  have  for  an  education. 
Most  children  are  far  too  careless  in  their  use  of  school- 
books,  furniture,  etc.  If  children  were  more  careful, 
much  expense  might  be  saved.  If  each  pupil  had  to  buy 
his  own  books  and  supplies,  he  would,  take  better  care  of 
them,  and  parents  would  take  more  interest  in  the  mat- 
ter. We  ask  parents  to  do  all  they  can  to  help  us  to  im- 
press the  children  with  the  idea  of  right  use  of  public 
property. 

SCHOOL  BUn.DINGS. 

It  is  useless  to  eulogize  the  beauty  and  utility  of  our 
High  School  building  and  its  grounds.  All  buildings 
are  in  good  repair.  The  heating  and  ventilating  facili- 
ties in  most  of  the  "rural"  schools  are  poor.  Some  of 
the  rooms  in  the  village  buildings  are  badly  crowded, 
and  more  room  for  the  grades  is  greatly  needed.  The 
repairs  in  the  Old  Brick  building,  which  were  suggested 
in  the  report  of  the  school  board  of  last  year,  should  be 
carried  out  in  the  coming  summer.  If  the  toilet  ar- 
rangements were  put  in  an  addition  on  the  ground  floor, 
another  small  school  room  could  be  made  on  the  second 
floor.

Much  credit  is  due  our  faithful  jajiitors  for  the  gen- 
eral neat  a|)])earfUK'e  of  our  school  iiTOimds.  Children 
siiould  he  more  careful  ahout  throwing  apple  cores  and 
other  I'efuse  ahout  the  grounds.  The  rooins  and  grounds 
sliouhl  h(^  kept  neat  and  tidy  by  pupils.  There  is  a  de- 
cided hick  in  this  respect,  es[)ecially  in  the  schools  out- 
side (){'  the  village.  I  urge  that  teachers  and  those  who 
have  cai'e  of  the  buildings  give  an  improvement  in  neat 
ai^pearance  during  the  coming  year.  Nothing  can  give 
a  sti-onger  impetus  to  our  schools  than  the  general  ap- 
peai-auce  of  the  school  children,  rooms  and  grouuds. 

The  plants  and  Mowers,  on  the  grounds  i]i  suunner.  and 
iu  tlu^  windows  in  winter,  which  are  cared  for  by  the  jau- 
ilo)',  Mr.  Arjustrong,  adds  uuich  to  the  attractiveness  oF 
Ihe  buildings. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Milford  High  School  is  flourishiug.  The  school  is  in 
charge  of  its  com]jetent  ])rincipal.  AA'illiam  A.  Wood\\  ard. 
with  a  corps  of  five  efficient  assistant  teachei's.  The 
charactei'  of  its  pupils  and  the  (pudity  of  school  work 
(lone  are  fai-  above  the  average,  aud  worthy  of  high  com- 
mendation. 

The  school  is  the  largest  in  its  history.  There  are 
thirty-one  tuition  pupils  from  otliei'  towns  in  attendance. 
This  fact  s})eal<s  well  for  the  character  aud  popuhu-ity 
()('  the  schooL  To  the  limit  of  the  I'oom  ca{)acity.  the  iu- 
ci-casc  ()!*  the  number  of  pu|>iis  nill  h'ssen  the  cost  of  (h1- 
iication  ol*  each  pupil.  A  lai'ge  cla^s  will  graduate  this 
year,  which  will  be  an  lionoi-  to  the  school  and  town. 
Tlie  i)ian  ol*  gi'aduating  classes  going  to  visit  the  cai)ital 
of  our  nation  is  cotniueudable.  Added  to  what  they  liave 
achieved  in  school,  tlie  trij)  is  far  more  educative  than 
books. 

Much  musical  as  well  as  other  talent  is  repjvsented  iu 
the  school.  Th(M-e  are  other  taleuts  which  are  not  de- 
Ncloped  as  they  should  be.  The  niilitai'y  di'ill  by  Ihe 
youiiL;  men  is  excellent  ti-aining.  nol  only  for  its  military 
value,  but  lor  the  physical  and  disciplinary  training. 

We  would  like  to  see  Die  school  spii'it  a  little  strongei'. 
.\n  allilelic  association  has  recently  been  formed  and  is 
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active  in  l)aseball  and  basketball.  This  is  commendable, 
yet  there  ought  to  be  a  debating  society  or  the  like,  and 
more  training  in  public  speaking,  and  consideration  of 
current  topics.  Other  suggestions  for  general  education 
might  be  made. 

Further  report  is  given  by  the  High  School  principal. 

DRAWING  AND  MUSIC. 

Miss  Long,  who  began  in  September  the  Avork  of  super- 
vising drawing  and  music  in  the  schools,  soon  resigned  to 
accept  a  better  salaried  position  in  Massachusetts.  Af- 
ter some  delay.  Miss  Edith  Jennings  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy.*  She  has  entered  into  her  work  Avith  ear- 
nestness and  enthusiasm. 

There  is  much  talent  in  our  schools  for  both  arts, 
nmsic  and  drawing,  which  should  be  developed. 

While  the  generally  admitted  fimdamental  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  should  receive  the  most  serious  attention, 
the  education  of  no  child  is  complete  without  the  pol- 
ished, intellectual  and  emotional  training  of  such  sub- 
jects as  drawing  and  music.  These  subjects,  especially 
vocal  music,  are  sadly  neglected  in  many  schools.  If  we 
are  to  keep  up  with  the  educational  progress  of  the  times 
we  must  give  attention  to  this  line  of  training. 

Mechanical  drawing  is  being  'taught  in  the  High 
School. 

There  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  the  state  in  favor  of 
introducing  manual  training.  It  has  been  tried  with 
success  at  Plymouth  and  Berlin.  It  would  be  valuable 
training,  especially  for  pupils  who  are  not  adapted  to 
high  intellectual  training.  The  conditions  in  Milford 
do  not  demand  instruction  in  manual  training  as  much 
as  some  cities,  yet  its  training  would  add  much  to  the 
earniiag  capacity  of  many  of  the  boys.  Our  schools  are, 
in  a  very  simple  way,  doing  something  in  this  line  now. 

Some  people  fail  to  see  the  advantage  of  school  super- 
vision and  modern  methods.  Everything  is  done  dif- 
ferently today  than  twenty-five  or  fifty  years  ago.  Ev- 
ery business  enterprise  is  better  systemized  and  more 
closely  supervised:  so  should  our  school  w^ork  today  be 
conducted  on  a  different  plan,  with  an  improved  system 
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MndJ)ettei-  suiKM'vision.  There  may  be  danger  of  becom- 
iiiji'  too  radical.  The  best  educational  training"  of  today 
works  ill  the  happy  medium. 

Tile  aim  of  our  work  is  to  give  these  country  boys  and 
girls  a  thorough  practical  education,  which  will  fit  them 
for  the  deiiiaiuls  of  life. 

Better  supervision  is  being  considered  niure  and 
moi'e  an  essential  to  greater  advance  in  our  educational 
system.  Vermont  was  the  last  state  to  step  into  the 
line  of  progress.  Its  last  legislature  has  passed  a  super- 
visory bill  similar  to  the  one  which  Massachusetts  and 
New  Hampshire  has.  The  A'ermont  laAv  will  be  more 
effective  in  its  results,  for  it  has  the  advantage  in  that  it 
provides  that  the  state  pay  four  fifths  of  the  superin- 
tendent's salary,  and  it  gives  the  entire  management  of 
the  school  work  to  the  superintendent. 

We  do  not  advocate  that  a  superintendent  will  lessen 
the  amount  of  money  needed  for  schools,  but  he  can  so 
manage  that  much  greater  returns  can  be  secured  from 
the  money  expended.  The  ''rural''  schools  should  have 
the  same  help  and  advantages,  as  far  as  possible,  as  the 
village  schools,  ft  is  impossible  for  the  average  member 
of  the  school  board,  who  has  his  own  business  to  take  his 
time  and  attention,  to  attend  to  the  general  needs  of  the 
school  as  well  as  a  superintendent  who  is  conversant 
with  the  work,  and  makes  that  his  sole  business. 

The  superintendent  has  been  i)leased  with  the  interest, 
the  eariu^stness  and  the  enthusiasm  which  tlie  children 
have  shown  in  theii-  work,  and  the  progress  they  have 
made,  lie  is  xciy  uratefnl  for  the  courtesies  they  have 
show  n  him,  and  his  visits  to  the  schools  and  work  with 
the  children  have  been  pleasant. 

All  things  considered,  T  am  confident  that  the  schools 
of  Mil  ford  are  progressing,  and  much  credit  is  due  to 
the  faithful  teachers  as  well  as  school  officers  and  citi- 
zens. 

\  wish  to  express  my  appi'eciation  of  the  cordial  sup- 
|-)ort  of  the  s«'hool  board,  who  have  done  much  to  help  my 
work,  the  earnest  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  and  the 
inter(»st  of  the  citizens  in  general,  ft  has  not  been  pos- 
sible for  me  lo  uvl  ;ie(|uainted  as  nnieh  as  f  wished;  but 


1  assure  you  that  my  whole  interest  is  for  the  success  of 
your  schools  and  the  welfare  of  your  children.  Let  us 
as  teachers,  sehool  officers  and  citizens,  put  forth  every 
effort  to  make,  as  far  as  possible,  the  schools  of  Milford 
equal  the  best  schools  of  the  country.

The  year  just  closed  has  been  in  many  respects  the 
most  successful  one  in  the  history  of  the  Milford  town 
library.  The  generosity  ot  the  town  in  increasing  the 
annual  appropriation  sufficiently  to  allow  the  employment 
of  an  assistant  librarian  has  releived  a  condition  which 
had  become  serious  and  enabled  us  to  retain  the  valuable 
services  of  Miss  Doane.  Miss  Annabell  C.  Secomb  has 
been  employed  as  assistant  and  we  beleive  it  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  library  as  well  as  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  public  that  her  services  be  continued.  The  amount 
of  library  work  now  makes  an  assistant  librarian  necessary. 
The  circulation  of  the  library  was  larger  by  over  twenty 
five  hundred  volumes  than  the  circulation  of  the  previous 
year.  It  will  be  noticed  from  the  statistics  elsewhere  in 
this  report  that  over  23,000  books  have  been  taken  out. 
This  bears  out  the  often  repeated  remark  that  Milford  has 
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"a  working  library,"  and  that  tiie  people  are  educated  to 
its  use  and  appreciate  its  privileges. 

The  children's  department,  arided  during  the  year  has 
proved  a  useful  acquisition,  and  at  almost  any  hour  of  the 
day  a  group  of  interested  children  may  be  seen  gathered 
around  the  low  tables  provided  for  their  use.  The  same 
is  true  of  the  reference  table.  By  the  removal  of  a  large 
number  of  reports  and  documents  to  another  part  of  the 
town  building,  space  available  for  the  beginning  of  the 
work  for  the  children  was  made  possible.  The  appearance 
of  the  interior  of  the  library  has  been  greatly  helped  by 
the  walls  being  tinted.  About  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dol- 
lars have  been  expended  for  new  books  during  the  year, 
one  hundred  sixty  eight  of  this  amount  was  for  books  other 
than  fiction.  Frequent  bulletins  of  the  additions  to  the 
library  have  been  issued  during  the  year  and  have  proved 
helpful  to  the  patrons.  Excepting  for  the  ordinary  wear 
and  natural  deterioration  the  library  is  holding  its  own.  By 
the  employment  of  an  assistant  the  librarians  have  been 
able  to  give  much  more  time  to  the  repairing  of  books 
which  will  very  materially  extend  their  life.  The  report 
of  the  librarian  and  the  treasurer  is  subjoined.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Milford  Free  Library  : 

The  year  closing  Feb.  15,  1907  has  been  a  year  of  the 
largest  circulation  and  the  largest  reference  work  of  any 
year  in  the  history  of  the  library.  The  improvements 
made  to  relieve  the  congested  condition  of  the  stack  room, 
and  the  enlarging  of  the  children's  quarters,  together  with 
the  appointment  of  an  assistant,  have  made  it  possible  to 
handle  the  increased  work  more  satisfaptorily.  The  room 
on  the  third  floor  provided  for  the  storing  of  public  docu- 
ments is  tilled  to  the  capacity  of  the  present  shelving.  In 
this  room  are  also  stored  the  volumes  of  the  town  history 
which  had  cumbered  the  stack  room,  thus  leaving  the  lat- 
ter room  available  for  material  which  is  in  constant  use  for 
circulation  or  reference. 

The  circulation  of  books  in  the  schools  has  also  largely 
increased.  The  books  are  sent  to  the  schools  at  the 
teacher's  request,  who  assumes  the  responsibility  and  ac- 
counts for  the  circulation  until  the  return  to  the  library. 
These  books  are  of  various  classes,  some  of  them  fiction, 
but  largely  history,  and  natural  history.  The  circulation 
while  at  the  school  is  not  included  in  our  statistics.  We 
have  spent  about  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  for 
books  of  which  one  hundred  and  sixty  eight  dollars  was 
spent  for  books  other  than  fiction,  these  were  of  various 
classes,  history,  natural  science,  useful  arts,  fine  arts,  soci- 
ology, religion,  biography,  travels,  literary  essays,  and 
poetry.  One  hundred  and  seventy  five  dollars  is  the 
interest  received  on  the  Gay  fund.  About  one  half  of 
books  purchased  were  fiction,  though  three  fourths  of  the 
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circulation  was  of  that  class.  This  does  not  prove  how- 
ever that  the  others  were  not  appreciated,  as  very  many 
were  used  at  the  library,  and  while  most  of  the  fiction 
changes  hands  two  or  three  times  in  the  two  weeks,  most 
of  the  others,  are  retained  the  full  time.  I  can  but  feel,  as 
I  review  the  past  year,  that  the  library  has  been  worth  to 
the  people  much  more  than  the  money  expended.  Very 
much  of  the  success  is  due  to  the  cordial  support  of  the 
trustees,  and  the  confidence  they  have  manifested  in  ac-  . 
ceding  so  willingly  to  the  requests  made  for  those  changes 
which  we  deemed  necessary  for  the  better  administration 
of  affairs.

Of  the  deaths  in  town  in  1906,  33  were  buried  out  of 
town,  12  in  Amherst  Catholic  cemetery,  4  in  Amherst 
Meadowview  cemetery,  2  in  Wilton,  3  in  Massachusetts,  i 
in  Maine,  i  in  Vermont,  3  in  Nashua,  7  in  other  towns  in 
our  State.

The  average  age  at  death  for  the  year  was  a  fraction 
over  38  years.  The  average  was  greatly  lessened  by  the 
number  of  very  young  children  in  the  death  list.  The 
united  age  of  21  of  these  was  3  years,  6  months  and  25 
days. 

The  oldest  person  was  90  years,  9  months  and  1 1  days, 
2  were  over  90;  between  80  and  90,  9;  between  70  and 
80,  14;  between  60  and  70,4;  between  50  and  60,  5; 
between  40  and  50,  5  ;  between  30  and  40,  4. 

The  sex  was  females,  46;  males,  31  ;  33  nne  or  both 
parents  were  born  outside  the  United  States,  and  8  them- 
selves were  born  in  other  countries. 

Of  the  91  births  during  1906,  58  one  or  both  parents 
were  born  in  foreign  countries. 
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
